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Sunnary 


Total  production  of  fruits  in  the  United  States  in  1939  somewhat  larger 


than  a  year  earlier  "but  slightly  smaller  than  the  record  large  crop  in  1937- 
Larger  crops  of  apples,  apricots,  cherries,  cranberries,  peaches,  fresh  plums 
and  prunes  and  strawberries  this  year  than  in  193^  are  expected  to  offset 
slightly  smaller  crops  of  citrus,  pears,  and  grapes. 

Domestic  demand  conditions  have  i  rap  roved,  nevertheless  market  prices 
of  most  fruit  crops  this  season  to  date  have  averaged  somewhat  lower  than  a 
year  earlier.    Prices  of  apples  and  grapes  declined  seasonally  in  recent  weeks 
with  the  approach  to  the  period  of  heaviest  marketing,  while  those  of  peaches, 
pears  and  citrus  advanced  slightly  from  the  season's  low  levels  of  a  few  weeks 
ago. 

Although  there  has  "been  an  increase  in  recent  years  in  the  quantities 
of  fruits  used  for  commercial  canning,  particularly  for  the  manufacture  of 
canned  fruit  juices,  the  quantities  available  for  fresh  consumption  have  also 
increased.     It  is  indicated  that  the  supply  of  all  fruits  available  for  fresh 
consumption  in  the  1939  marketing  season  is  larger  than  last  year  and  close 
to  the  record  large  supply  available  in  1937* 

Eruit  canning  and  drying  operations  are  nearing  completion.  Prospects 
are-  that  the  total  pack  of  canned  fruits  will  be  slightly  larger  than  a  year 
earlier  but  that  the  total  pack  of  dried  fruits  may  show  little  change.  Total 
carry-over  supplies  of  canned  fruits  at  the  beginning  of  the  1939  season  were 
about  normal  while  those  of  dried  fruits  were  relatively  large.     Supplies  of 
these  products  for  1939~^0  ar<3  ample  for  all  domestic  and  export  requirements. 
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APPLES 

Commercial  apple  production  was  indicated  to  total  103,260,000  bushels 
(as  of  September  l)  or  slightly  more  than  a  month  earlier,  25  percent  more 
than  was  produced  in  193^         7  percent  nore  than  the  recent  10-year  average. 
The  crop  this  season  is  nuch  like  that  of  1935  which  totaled  103,7^9,000 
"bushels,  except  that  in  the  distribution  among  the  different  areas  the  Atlantic 
Coast  and  Central  States  have  slightly  larger  crops  than  in  1935  while  the  crop 
in  the  Western  States  is  slightly  smaller. 

Although  the  commercial  apple  crop  this  season  is  much  like  that  of  1935 
it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  the  marketing  situation  will  be  the  same. 
Other  important  factors  affecting  prices  are  considerably  different  from  1935* 
Supplies  of  citrus  fruits,  a  competing  product,  are  expected  to  be  materially 
larger  this  season  than  in  1935.  possibly  25  percent  greater.    At  least  partly 
offsetting  the  influence  of  larger  supplies  of  competing  fruits  is  the  prospect 
this  season  for  a  considerably  higher  level  of  consumer  purchasing  power.  The 
index  of  nonagri cultural  income  is  expected  to  average  15  to  25  percent  higher 
than  in  the  apple  marketing  year  of  1935-3&. 

The  most  uncertain  factor  in  the  situation  and  one  that  probably  will 
differ  most  from  1935-36  is  the  export  market.     The  price  effects  of  changes 
in  export  demand  are  not  easily  measured  in  normal  times,  which  makes  it  es- 
pecially difficult  to  anticipate  the  probable  effects  this  year  of  the  war  in 
Europe.     It  appears  that  exports  of  apples  to  Germany,  which  have  declined  to 
very  low  levels  in  recent  years,  vail  be  eliminated,  as  was  the  case  in  the 
first  year  of  the  World  War  starting  in  I91U.    Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
may  be  decreased  materially  this  season  partly  because  of  the  large  fruit  crops 
produced  there  this  season  and  partly  because  of  the  effort  of  the  British 
Government  to  conserve  exchange.     Increased  needs  for  shipping  facilities, 
higher  ocean  freight  rates  and  war  risk  insurance  also  may  have  an  important 
influence.     Exports  of  apples  to  the  United  Kingdom  through  most  of  the  first 
3  years  of  the  World  War  were  well  maintained,  but  were  sharply  reduced  in  the 
fourth  season.    Exports  to  some  other  countries,  particularly  northern  European 
countries,  v/erc  on  a  much  lower  level  than  in  recent  years  but  varied  widely 
during  the  war  period  191U  to  I91S.    Although  the  export  outlook  for  1939-U0 
is  uncertain  it  is  probable  that  a  smaller  quantity  will  be  exported  this  season 
than  in  the  previous  season,  which  totaled  12  million  bushels  or  about  the  same 
as  in  1935M36 •     It  is  to  be  noted  that  commercial  production  this  season  in 
the  2  important  exporting  areas  combined,  the  South  Atlantic  Coast  States,  and 
the  Pacific  Northwest,  is  approximately  2  million  bushels  smaller  than  in  1935* 

Market  prices  of  apples  hove  declined  seasonally  in  recent  weeks  as 
marketings  of  late  summer  and  early  fall  varieties  increased.     It  appears  that 
supplies  of  these  varieties  are  plentiful  this  season  but  except  for  a  slight- 
ly earlier  start  the  market  situation  has  been  about  the  same  as  in  1935* 
Prices. in  the  middlewestern  centers  this  season  have  averaged  sharply  below 
those  of  last  season  when  the  supply  of  apples  in  that  area  was  unusually  short. 
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CITRUS  FRUITS 

Market  prices  of  citrus  fruits  have  advanced  seasonally  in  recent 
weeks  despite  the  fact  that  this  season's  California  Valencia  orange  crop 
consists  of  a  large  proportion  of  snail  sizes.     Except  for  lenons,  prices  of 
citrus  fruits  averaged  higher  during  the  siracr  months  of  1939  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.     Summer  grapefruit  prices  averaged  sharp- 
ly  higher. 

The  prospect  for  the  winter  citrus  crops  as  indicated  "by  September  1 
conditions  improved  slightly  over  a  nonth  earlier  owing  to  favorable  weather 
during  August  in  nearly  all  important  producing  areas.     Condition  of  the  citrus 
crops  in  ail  important  areas,  except  Florida  oranges,  was  well  "below  that  of  a 
year  earlier  and  indicates  that  total  supplies  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  this 
winter  may  "be  slightly  smaller  than  the  large  crops  available  last  winter  des- 
pite the  possible  increase  in  hearing  surface  of  trees. 

PEARS 

Pear  prospects  declined  slightly  through  most  of  the  growing  season 
this  year  with  slight  improvement  in  the  Eastern  States  being  more  than  offset 
by  a  slight  deterioration  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States.     The  total  United  States 
crop,  indicated  at  30»3  million  bushels  on  September  1,  is  about  one-half 
million  bushels  less  than  that  indicated  on  July  1  and  about  2.2  million  bush- 
els less  than  was  produced  in  19  38.     The  crop  is  about  5  million  bushels  more 
than  the  recent  10-year  average.     In  the  Pacific  Coast  States  which  normally 
produce  about  two-thirds  of  the  crop,  production  this  season  is  indicated  to 
total  19. S  million  bushels  or  2.7  million  less  than  was  produced  in  this  area 
in  193S  but  about  3  nillion  bushels  more  than  the  average  for  1928-37* 

On  the  average  about  30  percent  of  the  Pacific  Coast  pears  harvested 
are  used  for  commercial  canning,  8  percent  for  commercial  drying  and  the  re- 
maining 62  percent  for  the  fresh  market,    A  portion  of  the  fresh  market  supply 
is  usually  stored  and  marketed  during  the  winter  and  early  spring  months. 
Since  the  quantity  expected  to  be  used  for  canning  and  drying  this  season  is 
not  likely  to  be  much  different  from  normal,  a  larger  than  average  quantity 
probably  will  be  available  for  the  fresh  market  but  a  smaller  quantity  than  in 
193S. 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  from  the  United  States  in  the  193^  season  totaled 
3,^19,000  bushels,  or  the  greatest  on  record.     Sharp  increases  over  previous 
years  in  the  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  a  few  other  European 
countries,  particularly  Sweden  and  Belgium,  more  than  offset  sharp  decreases 
in  those  going  to  Prance  and  Canada.    Fresh  pear  exports  from  the  United  States 
have  increased  rather  sharply  in  recent  years,  a  result  ef  the  sharply  rising 
trend  of  production  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States.     The  outlook  for  the  1939 
season  is  extremely  uncertain  owing  to  increased  competition  from  relatively 
large  fruit  crops  produced  abroad  this  season  and  to  war  conditions. 
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GRAPES 

There  was  little  change  in  the  prospect  for  grapes  during  August  and  • 
the  crop  was  indicated  at  2,6^5, 000  tons  on  September  1.    The  crop  in  Cali- 
fornia, "by  far  the  most  important  producing  State,  totals  2,3^5.000  tons  as 
compared  with  2,531,000  tons  in  1938  and  1,93^,000  tons  the  recent  10-year 
average.    This  season's  crop  is  the  third  one  in  succession  above  2,300,000 
tons. 

In  recent  years  an  average  of  about  SS^.OOO  tons  of  California  grapes 
were  used  for  the  production  of  wine  and  "brandy  and  otherwise  used  for  juice, 
about  793.000  tons  were  used  in  the  production  of  raisins  and  about  267,000 
tons  were  available  as  table  grapes.     Daring  the  sane  period  total  disappear- 
ance of  grapes  and  grape  products  in  terns  of  fresh  grapes  averaged  about 
1,322,000  tons  or  about  122,000  tons  less  than  production.    The  2  large  crops 
in  succession  (1937         1933)  therefore,  have  resulted  in  record  high  carry- 
over stocks  of  grape  products  in  1939-     It  is  indicated,  therefore,  that  the 
total  supply  of  California  grapes  (production  plus  carry-over  stocks  of  prod- 
ucts in  terns  of  fresh  grapes)  is  about  200,000  tons  greater  than  the  unusually 
laxge  supply  last  season  and  approximately  twice  as  large  as  nornal  disappear- 
ance.   Because  of  the  acute  supply  situation  in  the  last  2  years  efforts  have 
been  nade  to  divert  parts  of  the  crop  to  other  than  normal  consumption  chan- 
nels.    The  program  in  the  193^  season  included  the  diversion  of  raisins  to 
livestock  feed  -and  brandy  production  and  the  diversion  of  grapes  to  the  pro- 
duction of  beverage  brandy.     The  latter  added  to  the  carry-over  of  grape  prod- 
ucts into  the  1939  season.    Efforts  are  being  nade  to  formulate  a  program  for 
1939  which  will  provide  more  satisfactory  prices  to  grape  producers  than  other- 
wise would  prevail. 

Market  prices  of  grapes  declined  seasonally  in  recent  weeks  and  in  nid- 
Septenbor  averaged  somewhat  below  a  year  earlier.
